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Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed 1 5 March 2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive or are moot in view the new grounds of rejection set forth above. The arguments 
appear to be on the grounds that neither Yokoyama nor Audsley teach a flexible mold prepared 
from two curable compositions having different viscosities. 

9. With regard to the argument that neither reference teaches a flexible mold prepared from 
two curable compositions having different viscosities, it is noted that Claim 7 now requires two 
cured compositions. The characteristic or property of solution viscosity is lost upon curing 
(polymerization or hardening), and therefore would be insufficient to distinguish the claimed 
invention from those now cited.

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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 30 October 2007 have been fiilly considered but they are not 
persuasive. The arguments appear to be on following grounds: 

a) Blackington does not teach one to provide floating and keeping the bag off the weave. The 
tray necessarily contacts the weave, but does not teach a support that keeps the forming die out 
of contact with the pre-preg during evacuation. 

b) Murphy fails to disclose a vacuum or the supporting of the pre-preg out of contact with the 

mold during evacuation. 

c) One would not have been motivated to replace the mold of Murphy with the bag of 
Blackington. 

d) Even if the combination were made, it would result only in a compressed sample, and not a 

shaped sample. 

e) The references teach away from the combination because a substantial redesign would be 
required. 

2. These arguments are not persuasive for the following reasons: 

a-e) In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re 
Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 
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In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, 
the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the 
teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 
USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). 

Applicant appears to argue against the plain meaning of Blackington's express disclosure 
concerning the relationship between the bag and weave. However, this argument does not 
consider the combination, in which Murphy provides an end support such that the claimed 
relationship is achieved. No support appears to be required by Murphy.
